destruction of the big French freight 
steamship Mississippi by a German 
submarine, with a Joss of one of the 
merchantman's crew, was 
brought 


here yesterday by officers of a Brit- 
ish freight vessel that arrived from 
a French port.

gross, was torpedoed and sunk about 
145 miles out 
from

Brest, France, Jane 2, according to 
officers of th«* British ship, which 
rescued 47 officers and seamen from 
open boats. 
They had been afloat 


only a short time. 


TJae British officers refused Jo dip- 
rlose details of the sinking as re- 
lated 1o tiiem by the French crew. 
The only sailor lost was drowned 
while 1h<^ crew was taking to the

ZEPPELIN BROUGHT 


DOWN BY AIRPLANE; 


CREW IS CREMATED 


London, June 18.—Two 
persons 


were killed and 1C injuied in last 
night's air raid during which a Zep- 
pelin was brought down. 
The fol- 


lowing official report of the raid 
was given out yesterday: 


"Last night's air raid was carried 


out by two 
enemy 
airships. 
One 


airship crossed the Kentish coast at 
about 2 a. m. 
and 
dropped 
six 


bombs on a coast town. 
According 


to the latest police reports, two per- 
sons were killed, 16 were injured 
and a large number of houses were 
damaged. 


"The second raider attacked the 


east coast town of West Angha at 
about 2.30 p. m. 
She was heavily 


shelled by guns of the anti-air craft 
defense and driven off. It is proba- 
ble she was damaged by gun fire. 
Shortly afterward this raider, after 
dropping a number of bombs in open 
places, was engaged and brought 
down in flames by a pilot 
of 
the 


royal flying corps. 
The airship was 


destroyed. 


"There were 
no 
casualties 
or 


damages in West Anglia." 


A dispatch from the east 
coast 


town says that thousands of per- 
sons witnessed the destruction of 
the Zeppelin. 
The attack by anti- 


air craft guns on the dirigible lasted 
fully half an hour and people issued 
from their homes half-dressed 
to 


watch the event. 
When the black 


object drifting across the sky from 
the southeast to the northwest was 
seen to burst in flames the specta- 
tors cheered tumultuously. Pedestri- 
ans and cyclists dashed off In the 
direction of the fallen airship, but 
owing to the unexpected long dis- 
tance few succeeded in locating the 
Zeppelin, which fell a 
few 
miles 


from the coast. 
It had been first 


winged by a land gun and was then 
finished by an airplane, which the 
Zeppelin fought to the last with her 
guns. 


The dirigible fell in a 
field 
of 


corn 
far from any habitation and 


was completely destroyed. 
All of 


the crew was killed and their bodies 
b'adly charred. 
Some of the men 


appeared to have jumped from the 
doomed airship. 
Doctors hurried to 


the spot, but their 
Services 
were 


needless. 


The British air man who attacked 


the Zeppelin descended near by. He 
was not hurt. 
According to 
the 


story of an inspector who witnessed 
the affair, searchlights enabled him 
to follow the movement of the Zep- 
pelin and the attacking air man. The 
Zeppelin twisted and turned in an 
attempt to escape or beat the air- 
plane off, and the machine gun fire 
of the dirigible was heard district- 
ly. Presently another air man came 
on the scene and the Zeppelin con- 
tinued to zigzag'in an endeavor to 
head out to sea. But the first air 
man held to his quarry and within 
a few minutes the end came.

ABSENT ELECTORS TO 


GET A CHANGE TO 


VOTE AT PRIMARIES 


Ohio voters now have the advan- 


tages of an "absent voters' law" 
by which any elector who is absent 
from his home precinct on election 
day, 
may cast his ballot by mail. 


Notice has been 
issued 
by 
the 


election board calling attention 
to 


the sections of the statutes granting 
this right. The notice says: 


"This act, No. 48 is best known 


as the Absent Voters' Law. It pro- 
vides that any qualified elector who 
finds that he will be unavoidably 
absent from his home precinct on 
the day of any general session or 
primary election may apply to the 
clerk of the board of Elections of 
his home county in writing or in 
-person, not earlier than 30 days 
nor later than three days prior to 
the election day, stating the fact of 
his unavoidable absence 
from 
his 


precinct on election day, will 
be 


given the 
necessary 
blanks and 


ticket, upon showing to the satis- 
faction of the clerk the truthfulness 
of his statement as to his absence. 


"We desire to call the attention 


of traveling men, railroad men, 
electric railroad men, and any who 
may be subject to call at any time, 
that this gives them the opportunity 
to vote for the various candidates at 
any election should they so desire. 


The primary election is held this 


year, August 14. 
On July 14 the 


'board of elections will be prepared 
to take care of any applications, for 
absent voter ballots. There will not 
however, be any given out later than 
August." 


ENGINEER FAINTS WHEN 


TRAIN HITS AUTOMOBILE 


CresUine, June 18.—Victor Kemp, 


aged 35, and Clarence Meeks. aged 
22, were instantly killed and Mrs. 
Clarence Meeks, aged 19, was fatally 
injured last night when their auto- 
mobile was struck at a street cross- 
ing in the center of town by a Penn- 
sylvania train.
